Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 05 April 
2002 has been entered. 



Specification 

The amendment filed 05 April 2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: a carbon fiber layer 
having a specific area of at least 10 m^/g and a void ratio of at least 50% is not 
disclosed in the specification as filed. Applicants point to Example 16 for support of this 
limitation. However, Example 16 recites a "black lead fiber having a specific area of 10 
m^/g or more..." The combination of specific surface area and a void ratio of at least 
50% is not disclosed. Further, it is unclear that "black lead fiber" and "carbon fiber are 
identical materials. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 147, 152-157, 179 and 180 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. As discussed above, 
support for the claimed carbon //fter conductive layer having a specific area of at least 
10 m^/g and a void ratio of at least 50% does not appear to be supported in the 
specification as originally filed.
